MAYOR DUNNE IS TUBILANT 


Claims That No Perpetual Grants Are 


Now in Effect, and That the Trac- 
tion Companies Now Occupy the 
Streets of the Windy City Only By 
Sufferance. 


Chicago. Ma:ch 13 —By the supreme 


coutt duci&ion Chicago gains almost 
complete control of the local ti action 
situation. The decision sustains tte. 
acts of the state legislature extending 
the life of the charters of the street 
railway corapasies to SS years, but 
does not sustain the contention of the 
companies that contract rights which 
are limited to fewer years than remain 
to the charter life of the companies 
are also extaaded. Contracts or ordi- 
nances of the city limiting the use of 
the streets by Ihe companies aie up 
held, and the rights of the companies 
in the streets are held to expire ac 
cording to the expressed terms of th-- 
ordinances 
In its effect the {Spcision 


leaves the Union Traction 
company 


without any right whatever other than 
by sufferance in the streets of the 
north division of the city. 


It leaves the Union Traction com- 


pany in the west division without 
rights excepting whore the ordinances 
contain a purchase clause. 


It leaves the Chicago City Railway 


company, which operates all the street 
car lines on the south side of the city, 
without right excepting where the or- 
dinances contain a purchase clause. 


The original franchises granted *o 


the street car companies were for &9 
years inside the eSty_ limits as they ex- 


isted in 1SG5 The companies have 
extended their tracks as the bounda- 
ries of the city have been enlarged and 
have claimed that the extended lines 
which were built under 
franchises 


from the city were also operative un- 
der the 99-year act. The court also de- 
nies the claim of the companies that 
they have been vested with the exclu- 
sive rights for 99 years to enter into 
contracts with the city for the occu- 
pancy of Chicago's streets for street 
railway purposes. The decision also 
holds that tie street car companies 
could receive only such grants as the
